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The Port Health District of Preston embraces the whole estuary of the 
River Ribble, from Blackpool to Formby Point, end up the River Ribble and 
its tributaries to the furthest point to which the tide flows. 

The dock, which is 3,200 feet long by 600 feet wide, covers 40 acres 
and is approached by the entrance basin 850 fect long by 300 feet wide, an 
area of 42 acres.

The three ©isatisfactory camples from coastwise vessels were fros ships regularly 
carrying passengers from this port to ireisnd. 

She unsatisfectory sample from a warehouse tap on the dock estate was the subject 
of further sampling upon which the laboratory reyorted as »«ing ‘highly satisfactory’. 


‘The supply of water to shipping is under the direct control of the Pert Authority 
who employ a special staff for this purpose. egular surveillance of fresh water 
supply hydrants, hoses and equipment is maintained so xs to prevent contamination nd 
ensure cleanliness end proper use of such appliance. 

Samples were taken fron a fresh water hydrent stand-pipe on the quay and fros 
the hose terminal aboard ship. Soth these awsples were reported upon ss satisfactory. 
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The above Regulations came inte operation with effect from 1st. April, 1966. 
All previous Regulations were revoked.

As can be seen fron the above teble most of the 
defects ond nuiecsences vere remedied whilst fm this port. “he outstanding instenec-s 
were mainly due to the ships leaving ‘reston befor: the work could be put in hand 
or completed. The defects were mainly virain infestations and unhygieniec conditions 
in crews quarters, provisions stores and Balleys. 4+ was not found necessary in any 
Case to tske statutory action. 
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Mussel gathering in the Ribble Estuary was controlled Sy the Ribble Mussel 
Fishery Order, 1936 until this order was revoked in April, 1961 at the request 
of Lancashire County Council. Under this order, the County Council were the 
grantors of licences to pick mussels. The sale or distribution for human 
consumption of mussels taken from within the Preston Port Sanitary district, 
which embraces the Ribble Estuary, is still controlled by the Preston (Shell-Fish) 
Regulations, 1925. Under these regulations, mussels gust be subjected to an 
approved process of cleansing. The Lytham Mussel Purification Station, operated 
by Lancashire County Council, was closed in April, 1957 through lack of demand. 
The last consignment of mussels picked fron these beds and sent for cleansing 
was in 1957. : 


The estuary ie still polluted by sewage. No semplee ef shell-fish were taken 
during the year. Mussels are prese»t on both banks of the estuary. The nearest 
Cleansing stations te the estuary are at Conway, Bangor and Portmadoc.

A considerable tonnage of food isportse arrived in the port during 
the year chiefly co prising bacon, bananas, butter, canned goods, 
coconuts, confectionery, citrus fruits, eggs, frozen fish, frozen 
foods, lard, meat and meat products, milk and wilk products, poultry 
and potatoes. Refrigerated ships carrying cargoes of bananas and 
citrus fruits continued to arrive almost weekly frou the British vest 
Indies. During the your three refrigerated ships arrived from 
Caneda (2) and Greenland (1) with cargoes of frozen fish. The 
majority of incosing food cargoes, arriving practically on all tides, 
kippers arrived from the Isle of Man. Nost of these foods are ‘in 
‘transit through the port and are only on the dock estate for a short 
period. Nevertheless it haz been possible with the co-operation of 
the dock transport industry, to carry out routine inupections daily 
ef such cargoes. Special attention is paid to perishable cargoes 
such as bacon and meat. The quality and condition of foods discharged 
at the port was found to be good and satisfactory. 

Barly in the year an 8 day strike by the dock labour force resulted 
in food cargoes being held up in the port. The perishable foods 
(e.g. butter, bacon, frozen liquid egg, meat, poultry) were inspected 
daily and quantities of dry ice were placed in the low-temperature 
insulated containers and a ship's hold. Upon resumption of work all 
consignments of food were inspected before being allowed to leave tie 
port for destinations throughout Britain. Wo such food was considered 
to be unsound.

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The above doses not take into account quantities ef canned goods, 
dawaged in transit, which were re-exported back to the canning factories 
in Ireland. The apparently large quantity of bananas surrendered is 

_-wenponable when compared with the total tonnage of some 32,000 tons of 
guch fruit arriving at the port during the year and is indicative of the 
high standard set by the importer. Reasons for rejection of bananas 
principally are over-ripeness, dumaged stems, and stem rot causing 
decay of individual fingers und hands.

The unsatisfactory sample ef bananas was in actual fact the ‘splashing’ 
of banane skins with a stex rot preventative containing a prohibited 
colouring matter. ‘This rot preventative was meant to be applied to the 
ten ends only but ite haphazard aplication in the West Indies resulted 


in contamination of fruit skin. The importers were informed of the 


unsatisfactory report on this sample and they gave their assurance that 
stricter supervision vould be given to the painting of stalks in the 
British vest Indies so as to ensure little, if any, staining of the 
banana skins. This sample was taken early in the year and subsequent 
regular routine inspections carried out during the remainder of the 
year found negligible evidence of only sinute ‘splashing’. A sample 


of canned fruit salad was found to be incorrectly labelled in that 


the list of ingredients was given in the wrong order. The importers 
ee 
were found to be correctly labelled. 


Zood Hygiene. 
Regular inspectiens were carried out of presises and vehicles in 
order to ensure compliance with the Food Hygicne (Docks and Carriers) 


Regulations, 1960. The premises where foods in transit were temporm ily 


stored were found generally to be reasonably well uaintained having 
regard te the constant ‘in and out' movement of goods. Construction 
of insulated containers for bulk food transport is continually improving 
and is of a high standard, whilst the system of open 'flat' conveyance 
is disinishing. The cleansing of flats and containers is normally 
carried out at the port of loading. It was found necessary on sev ral 
occasions to direct the attention of management to certain unsatisfactory 
conditions. 

Co-operation from the shipping and trans;ort industries has been 
encouraging and formal action hes net been necessary.

Dock Egtate: | 

The Corporation, acting in their capacity as the Fort of Preston 
iuthority, wrrenget for the exseubion of works to inpreve the snenitics 
used by the dock labour foree and other personnel employed on the dock 
eatate. Sass en Chechen Of cunkbery coementahion weve alanet cupletel 
hy the ond of the year; these contain modern fittings includicg sanitary 
conveniences, wash hand basins, hot and cold water and warm-air dryers. 
New HNescrooms were erceted and gore are to be built; those provide locker 
accommodation, first sid equipment, personal washing facilities, and 
facilities for taking meals. 

At the roquest of the Port Health Authority, private firms built 
two new blocks of sanitary accommodation and mesurooms for use of their 
employees working in transit sheds where a considerable tonnage of bacon 
in transit is stored. isprovenents were effected in three privately owned 
canteens situated on the dock estate. York was carried out at several 
offices to improve accommodation and for general compliance with the Offices, 
Shope end Beilway Premises Act, 1963. ‘two new large office blocks used by 
private fires were built and a further block is under construction. 

Gther structural work couwpleted on the estate included maintenance and 
regurfacing of reads, the building of the first transit shed on the new 
cock Developoent Site, and certsin drainage work inclucing the connection 
te sewer of drainage previously served by « septic tank which discharged 
inte the river. 


Smoke Control. 

The entire area of the Dock “atate is conteined within operative Smoke 
Control Ordera resulting in the effective control of ssoke ewiscion fron 
the many installations on the estate. OSuring the year it was not found 
necessary to take forual action agninst any offenders. The plant of one 
firm wes found to be emitting grit and dust; the owners carried out certain 
works of iaprovesent so as to abate the nuicance. 
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With the gradual disappearance of coal burning ships the number of 
smoke nuisances from this source is almost negligible. The attention 
€f shiipa* cagtéing ant englacire wna directed to any auske enfeaions 
and co-operation was found to be responsive and effective. No statutory 
action was necessary. 
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
